Claims 5-6, 12-13, 15-16, 21, 23-28, 35 are directed to an isolated 14171 kinase 
of specific amino acid composition, specifically claimed homologs thereof and methods 
of screening for compounds that modulate said products. 

Claimed amino acid sequence of said kinase is free of prior art. Further the prior 
art does not teach or suggest preparing such specifically claimed amino acid sequence. 
Hence, said sequence is also non-obvious. Since said amino acid sequence is both 
novel and non-obvious, specifically claimed homologs thereof, and methods of use of 
said polypeptides as claimed, are also novel and non-obvious. 

Claims 5-6, 12-13, 15-16, 21, 23-28 and 35 are allowed.
